Guilty of perjury

WILMINGTON - A break in 
the unsolved murder of Brandi 
“Amy” Sullivan may have come 
with last Wednesday's perjury 
conviction of a man believed to 
know more than he is saying: A 
12-person superior court jury 
decided that Neal Cluff, 34, was 
lying under oath when he stated 
that the last time he saw Sullivan 
was in June of 1996. 

Cluff is currently being held on 
$5,000 ‘bail, and faces up to 20 
years in state prison. He will be 
sentenced on July 17, exactly one 
year after he was last seen with 
Amy Sullivan. 

It was because of good police 
work that this new lead came to 
light. On July 17, 1996, two 
Chelmsford Police — officers 
approached Cluff's vehicle parked 
in a fire lane outside of the 
Chelmsford Mall. While Cluff 
was inside making a quick 
purchase, his two passengers 
spoke briefly with the officers 
One of the passengers Amy 
Sullivan. The other was Sullivan's 
boyfriend, Alex Rhynd, 18. 

The two officers let the vehicle 
leave the Chelmsford Mall, as they 
had nothing on the driver or the 
passengers. Still, they recorded 
who they spoke with and when, 
which has come back to haunt 
Cluff 

July 17 is the last recorded 
time that Sullivari was again seen 
alive, and only a few weeks before 
her death was discovered. 

On August 7, the young girl's 
body was found in a wooded area 


off Ballardvale Road in 
Wilmington. It was clear that she 
had been murdered, yet no

suspects were brought to justice. 
To this day, no one has been 
charged in her death 

The person's who would seem 
to know of what happened in the 
summer of 1996 are not talking. 
The boyfriend, Rhynd, pleads the 
fifth amendment when questioned 
about the case. Cluff, who was 
seen with Sullivan near the time of 
death claims to know nothing. 

The family of Ms.°Sullivan is 
hoping that the newly added 
publicity do their daughter's name 
might bring forth some 

information on what really 
happened. While there may never 
be closure on this matter, for the 
close-nit family, it would be of 
some relief to know who killed 


Amy. 
Barbara Sullivan, Amy's 
mother, wonders, “why there 


hasn't been anyone who will come 
forward with any details 
surrounding her death, Someone 
must know something.” 

What the Sullivan’s do know 
is very limited, “On June 6 Amy 
failed to come home. For the next 
several weeks the entire Sullivan 
family made a massive attempt to 
find the young girl. Posters were 
put up, and people questioned, but 
to no avail. Finally, on June 25 
the Tewksbury Police were 
notified as something seemed 
wrong. Amy was not a run away, 
and her family was concerned, 

Almost a year has passed since 
her death, and the Sullivan family 
is still mourning. “Nothing is 
more devastating than the murder

The home of The Rev. Mr. Morrill stands today as it has for nearly 200 years on Middlesex Avenue in Wilmington. 


Wilmington. Possibly such a report 
could start with Charlestown, 
which was settled in 1629. 


That was one year before Boston, 
but Charlestown was not the first 
town in the Colony. In 1640 
Charlestown received a liberal 
grant from the Great and General 
Court (Legislature). Two years 
later that grant became the Town 
of Woburn. In 1664 2,000 acres 
was given to Woburn, which 
became the Land of Goshen. 
Goshen became a_ part. of 
Wilmington where some persons 
were early settlers. It can be noted 
that the Land of Goshen, and the 
later Land of Nod took their names 
from the Bible. 


Several other communities 
existed before 1630, one of which 
was known as Lynn Fields or 
Wood End. The. population of 
Reading takes. pride in that name. 
In the early. Readingvone can find 
the Town of North Reading and 
the Town of Wakefield. Some of 
what is now a part of Wilmington,

Witchcraft became a problem at 
the same time. It was not one in 
what is now Wilmington, but there 
were persons being accused in 
Andover and in other 
communities. 

In 1692 warrants were sworn 
out, in several towns, for the 

witches, and there were more than 
a few executions. 

Judge Sewall's property was 
divided into two parts. Lot Two 
became ‘the property of 
Cadwallader Ford, an emigrant 
from Northern Ireland just prior 
to 1730. He had a son of the same 
name who became the captain of 
the Wilmington Minutemen. It 
later became the property of Caleb 
Harriman, he who was the 
proprietor of Harriman's Tannery 
in North Wilmington. ° 

Lot One became the property of 
the Hathaway family in North 
Wilmingtop. Much, of it became 
the source of water for the 
Wilmington Water department. 

Samuel Dummer was another 
settler in Nod. He had purchased 
300 acres of land, now on the site 
of the Wilmington branch of the 
Winchester Hospital. A 
Newburyport family, they were 
expert silversmiths. They moved to 
South Boston. In a political sense 
they became.important. 

The British king appointed the 
elder Dummer his Lieutefant - 
Governor Dummer. 

His name was first in the list of 
church members. Others in the list 
were: Deacon James Thompson, 
former!y of Woburn, who lived at 
what is now the Tewksbury line on 
Main Street. He had been a deacon 
in the Woburn church. Others 
were Abraham Jaquith, Kendall 
Pierson, Daniel Eames, Thomas 
Rich Jr., Cadwallader Ford, 
Stephen Wright, Isaac Buck, 
Samuel Leman, John Cram, James 
Townsend, Ephraim: Buck, Jr., 
Zacheus Hebbard and John How. 

The first two Deacons, who were 
also the first two school teachers 
were John Harnden from Reading, 


Lawrence branch of the Boston & 
Maine. The railroad was continued 
northwesterly to nearly The Land 
of Nod, where there was a large 
pine tree called Brock's Tree. That 
pine was just north of the Salem 
Street railroad crossing. 

The Land of Nod (another 
Biblical name) was about 300 feet 
north of the present Salem Street. 
There were about 10 proprietors 
of Nod, each of whom claimed 
about 300 acres. 


Samuel the son had moved to the 
Island of Jamaica. When he learned 
of the appointment of his dad to 
Governor, Samuel sold all his land, 
and with about 10 slaves moved 
back to Massachusetts. 

Samuel Dummer purchased about 
300 acres of land northerly of 
Salem Street in the Wilmington of 
today. Today that is the site of the 
Wilmington branch of — the 
Winchester Hospital. Being the son 
of the Governor he wielded some 
political power and was soon 
appointed Sheriff of Middlesex 
County. 

The people of the community in 
which he lived were anxious to 
become a town. Dummer did not 
seem to be active. 

There were few homes then in 
what became Wilmington. Possibly 
the best group was at the present 
corner of Main Street and Butters 
Row. The residents there 
constructed a school in 1720. It 
was the first school and the first 
religious structure erected in what 
is now Wilmington. 

On September 30, 1729 John 
Harnden and Samuel Eames headed 
up a petition that Nod and Goshen 
be made a separate precinct. It was 
denied by the Colonial Legislature. 

Others joined in a second appeal 
on November 26: It was also 
denied. Names such as Daniel 
Pierce, Benjamin Harnden and 
Samuel Walker had been added, 

A third petition was prepared. 
Possibly they sought assistance, 
from the Sheriff. The new petition 
was presented to the Legislature on 
30, ° 1730. The 
Legislature proclaimed that the 
Town of Wilmington was 
incorporated. 

The name came from that of a 
member of Parliament for whom 
many things and communities were 
named: There was one condition: 
Wilmington was allowed three 
years to provide a minister. 

The Rev. James Varney was a 
resident of the town, living to the 
south of what is now High Street. 
He became the first clergyman. 
Varney lived-at- about where

There was a ditticutty in 
agreement on the construction of 
the church building. In the second 
Town Meeting, December 3, 1739 
Samuel Eames, Daniel Pierce, 
Daniel Eames, Samuel Walker and 
Benjamin Harnden were appointed 
the Building Committee. 

In February 173) a third town 
meeting was held, more planning 
for the future. 

The regular annual town meeting 
was held on March 2, 1731. 
Samuel Dummer was Moderator. 
The first officers elected for the 
Town of Wilmington were: 
Selectmen Deacon John Harnden, 
Deacon James Thompson, Mr. 
Samuel Eames, Lt. Benjamin 
Harnden, and Mr. William Butters, 

The Town Clerk was James 
Thompson and the Clerk of the 
Market, Joshua Thompson, an 
office ‘which existed for the 
regulation of labor and prices. 

Before the Deacons were named 

more members had been added: 
John Harnden and Mrs. John 
Harnden, Sarah Harnden, John 
Jaquith and Mrs. John Jaquith, 
Mrs. ‘James Thompson, Mrs. 
Abraham Jaquith, Mrs. Kendall 
Pierson, Mrs. Stephen Wesson, 
Mrs. John Cram, Mrs. James 
Townsend, Mrs. Samuel Leman, 
Mrs. Daniel Eames, Mrs. Ephraim 
Buck Jr., Mrs. Stephen Wright, 
Mrs. Isaac Buck, Sr., Mrs. Lydia 
Roberts, Mrs. Mary Rich, Mrs. 
William Tucker, Rachel Buck and 
Mrs, Hannah Wood. 

All the ladies were in the second 
group because at that time-in the 
government of any town: or 
political organization the women 
did not vote. 


The first church building was 
erected in 1732. It was to the north 
of the present structure, just south 
of the stonewall that marks the 
southern boundary of the ancient 
cemetery. 

It was a“two story building, 20 
feet high, 36 feet wide and 46 feet 
long and was built of oak. There 
was no paint.on that first structure. 

The first church was organized 
on October 24, 1733. 

The Rev. James Varney did not 
remain long with the church. He 
moved to New Hampshire, where 
he ministered to severaléhurches 
in the course of his life. 

The second minister was the Rev. 
Isaac Morrill, a graduate of 
Harvard College. He was 23 years 
old when he was "settled" over the 
church, in 1737. 

The home of Mr. Morrill had 
been in existence since about 1700, 
and still exists on Middlesex 
Avenue, a short distance north of 
Clark Street. It had been the home 
of a miller who had two small 
mills on Mill Brook. 

The Rev. Mr. Morrill was a 
chaplain to the Colonial armies in 
New York during the French & 
Indian Wars, and in the 
Revolutionary War. He was highly 
honored for his service, and when 
the Lexington Green was 
decorated, some years after the 
battle, it was the Rev. Mr. Morrill 
who conducted the prayers. 

He died in his home August 17, 
1793, 76 years old. 
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Rte.129 Wilmington 
Street At Woburn Street

- WILMINGTON — The Mis- 
sion of Deeds, based in Wil- 
mington, is now three years 
old. 

In those three years, there’s 
been a lot of progress, some 
speed bumps to overcome and 
a lot of work to meet the needs 
of the less fortunate in this 
region. 

Founder Anthony Triglione 
of Winchester, speaks from the 
heart and from experience as 
to the “whys and wherefores” 
that he established such an: or- 
ganization. 

The need, he said, was 
there, but more importantly, it 
related to his days as a young- 
ster in Somerville. 

Triglione, whose father died 
when he was 11, got to know 
the social agencies well. These 
included the Salvation Army, 
the Boston Post “Santa,” and 
others. 

So, after some success in the 
business world, he said it was 
definitely time to share some of 
it with those who were less 
fortunate. 

To date, the Mission of 
Deeds has serviced some 500 
individuals and families in the 
area. 

“I speak from the heart 
when I tell this story,” noted 


Triglione. “I know what it was 
like to be without.” 

In fact, Triglione, a long- 
time Winchester Rotarian and 
Honorary Winchester Rotarian, 
said the same principles that 
are used for Rotary Interna- 
tional could be applied to the 
Mission of Deeds. 

The basic object, he said, is 
to be of service to others. 

“At age 65, I decided it was 
time to give something back,” 
he said. “I had been fortunate 
over the years and it was time 
to share.” 

In addition, Triglione said 
the suggestion by ‘some Chris- 
tian people to attend a three- 
day CASIO seminar with the 
Holy Cross fathers at Stonehill 
College made a major dif- 
ference. There, he came in con- 
tact with people who were help- 
ing in Brockton and other 
major cities, where poverty 
was a way of life. 

“You heard stories and saw 
women who had no bassinets 
for children and who used 
drawers as beds for the chil- 
dren,” noted Triglione, who 
said the scenes moved him 
cory “I decided it was time 
to do something about it.” 

Triglione related the fact 
that at age 11, his father, who 
was just 38, died suddenly. This 
left the Triglione family, his 
mother and three children to 
fend for themselves. 

At age 17, with World War II 
under way, he convinced his 
mother to sign his enlistment 
papers for the Navy. “It 
seemed like the noble thing to 
do; to defend your country,” he 
relates. 

His mother signed the 
papers and Triglione spent four 
years in the U.S. Navy, before 
being discharged in October 
1946. But, he had picked up a 
trade and was regarded as a 
top-notch mechanic. This led 
him to the automotive trades; 
never thinking he would own a 
gas station.

It also led him to Woburn’s 
South End. 

“I didn’t even know where 
Woburn was, let alone the 
South End,” he said, smiling at 
the Woburn Rotarians. 

However, a conversation 
with a major gas company 
salesman led him to thinking 
about buying a station at the 
corner of Hudson Street and 
Main Street in 1946 in Woburn. 

The station, he said, was 
new, but took some $3,500 in 
funding - or about $3,500 more 
than he had.. However, he 
recalled, welling with emotion, 
some $2,000 of-it came from his 
mother. He had told her back 
in 1942 if she signed the enlist- 
ment papers that he would 
send every check-home. And he 
did. And, she saved everyone 
one of them!

After 1 years as Director of Nurs- 
ing at Tewksbury Hospital, Elaine T. 
Kirby is retiring. “I’ve had a good 
career,” she says, “and I’ ve enjoyed it 
tremendously.” 


Kirby began her career in nursing 
at Boston City Hospital where she 
advanced through the positions of staff 
iturse, head nurse, evening supervi- 
Sor, day supervisor, assistant director 
of nursing and finally director of nurs- 
ing. After 25 years at Boston City, she 
moved onto Worcester City Hospital, 
‘where she was the Director of Nursing 
for five years. 


“I came here in April of 1986 and 
‘this institution housed, at that time, 
735 chronic patients. The units had 
sixty beds each and for the mest part 
‘the clients were very elderly, depen- 
dent, infirm individuals. Although 
there were some younger patients at 
that-time, younger being aged 50 to 
60, for the most part it was a very 


elderly population who had been here 
a very long period of time. I was very 
interested to find outexactly what that 
meant so I collected data in terms of 
the average age of an admission who 
came to Tewksbury Hospital. At that 
time, the average age was 79.5 years. 
The dominant gender was female and 
the expected length of stay of anyone 
who came here would be 6.5 years,” 
Kirby said. . 

“Our population began to change 
four years ago, and I did the same data 
collection. I learned that the average 
age of an admission, not the in-house 
long term population, was somewhere 


around 55. The dominant gender was 
male with an expected length of stay 
of 3 years. Now, if | went back and did 
the same data collection for the whole 
population, not just the admissions, 
that wouldn't be so dramatic. The 
dramatic piece is the change in the 
nature of the patient we're admitting,” 
Kirby states. If the in-house popula- 
tion were included in a study today, 
Kirby indicated that the average age

would be 70 and the average length of 
stay would be about 6 years. She said 
that the gender swing is the biggest 
change. “Where we used to have 
about 60 % female, 40% male when I 
first came, we now have a 65% male 
and 35% female client population. 
The nature of the population has 
changed,” Kirby states. 

Kirby believes that the difference 


in the Hospital's population is:due to 


the expansion of nursing home beds 
and the changed reimbursement sys- 
tem for nursing home patients. “The 
nature of the patient that would his- 
torically come here, is now the 
type of patient that you would find in 
the nursing home. Nursing homes are 
takinga much heavier care individual,” 
she says. “Right now we maintain 
350 beds and usually, the census is 
340. Another 160beds are in the psych 
units, which opened when Danvers 
came here four summers ago.” Each 
nursing unit has 42 beds, down from 
the 60 that existed when Kirby first 
came to Tewksbury Hospital, and she 
is responsible for that change’as well. 
Initially, Kirby focused on person- 
nel. “There was a need to focus on 
staffing in the institution,” Kirby said. 
“Atthattime in the mid-eighties, there 
was a dramatic nursing shortage af- 
fecting every facility that provided 
nursing care, and that was true of this 
institution as well. I did some foreign 
recruiting to get some of the foreign 
nurses in, as many of the acute hospi- 
tals did, to try to increase their num- 
bers,” Kirby said. “As of two years 
ago, our staffing is very adequate. ‘We 
have a reasonable nursing hour per 
patient per day, which is the measure- 
ment one looks at to make judgments 
about adequate staffing. In the type of 
population we serve, an acceptable 
level is five hours per patient per day. 
That's an average, it’s not what hap- 
pens every single day of every week 
of every year. When you follow the 
formula that’s very traditional to col- 
lect that data, as long as you maintain 
a five hour average per day per pa- 
tient, that's very reasonable. We've 
met that now for the past 3 years,” she 
says. 
Kirby. says that there were also 
equipment needs as well as educa- 
tional needs. “I created the staff de- 
velopment department shortly after 
coming here. We doa lot of in-depth 
orientation training in terms of the 
nursing assistants that we hire. They 
get a minimum of two weeks of aca- 
demic and supervised clinical experi- 
ence, and then they get an additional 
three weeks out on their assigned unit 
under supervision of the registered 
staff,” Kirby says. The registered 
nurses and LPN’ sare also given atwo 
to three week orientation. 
“People come to this institution 
because they need nursing care. We 
have a good medical staff here; we 
have a good occupational therapy/ 
physical therapy staff, and a good 
respiratory therapy staff. We have a 
pharmacy, a laboratory, and limited 
x-ray capability,” Kirby says. There 
are two clients in particular that she 
remembers who received care at the 
hospital because no other facility 
seemed to beable tohelp them. “They 
happened to be two young men who 
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on MA 01887

had been severely beaten and who 
were left very compromised,” Kirby 
said. She said that both left the hos- 
pital with the ability to do simple 
tasks, like sitting up and eating. 

Each patient is evaluated as an 
dual. “One of the things the 
medical staff will do is evaluate the 
drug regime the patient is receiving 
prior to entering the Hospital,” said 
Kirby. Some patients have a com- 
promised metabolic status and the 
drugs they receive may mask their 
physical status. Kirby is also respon- 
sible for adding a psychiatric nurse 
clinical specialistand arehabilitation 
clinical specialist to aid with client 
management, to contribute the emo- 
tional support the clients need, and to 
help care for the chronically ill. The 
Hospital alsg has a 13 person depart- 
ment whose job is to provide in unit, 
centralized, and off campus recre- 
ational activities for the long-term 
patients. In addition, off campus 
trips such as going to a Red Sox 
game, are part of the recreational 
plan. 

Kirby believes that the Hospital 
will continue to grow and change to 
accommodate the varied population. 


“L think this .ospital will continue to 
diverse in terms of the nature of the 
individual that wecare for. We tendto 
get a moft compromised, complex 
patient in terms of their needs,” Kirby 
says. 


programs. “I think that kind of change 
will continue,” she says. 

“Nursing care is helping people 
meet the needs that they would do on 
their own if they were able to do so: 
bathing, assessing skin integrity, pro- 


She cites the new programs 
being developed on the campus now 
such as HART house and the Nichols 


viding care to the patient which, if 
they were physically able to do so, 
they would carry out on their own.” 
The Hospital is assessed by the Joint 
Commission for the Accreditation of 
Health. They were reviewed in detail 
two years ago and passed exception- 
ally well. “They send in an adminis- 
trator to look at the physical plant to 
make sure all the life safety codes are 
met, a physician to review medical 
practice and how the medical staff is 
organized, what their credentials are, 
and what the scope of practice is in 
terms of medical practice in the facil- 
ity and how well that’s met. Then they 
send the nurse*in to look at nursing 
quality improvement.” 

To maintain their license, Tewks- 
bury Hospital must meet certain stan- 
tas Pe Commonwealth, which 
includs continuing education for their 
staff. “We do a lot of continuing 
education here. The medical staff is 
authorized by the medical community 
to grant medical continuing education 
to any program they offer, which is 
open to the public as well as our staff.” 


The medical staff provides programs 
for the nurses to gain those needed 
continuing education hours. “We do 
one very large program a year where 
it’s highly published. Many people 
attend. We had 255 people come for 
a program we co-sponsored with the 
Division of Health Care Quality. The 
topic was ‘How to reduce the use of 
restraints with patients’,” Kirby said. 
An AIDS conference was also given, 
that had an attendance of over. 200 
people, for which medical education 
credits was granted. “We're doing a 
gerontology series, of which I'm re- 
ally very proud. I think it’s wonderful, 
given the patients we care for. I do 
wish attendance was better, butmostly 
it’s just our own staff attending. We 
invite guests to speak, so we do have 
a lot of in-service education. We've 
done programs on hospice and we 
provide hospice care here. In terms of 
the AIDS population, we’ ve hadmany 
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conferences and in-service education: 

not only the disease and its diagnostic 
treatment, but compassion caring and 
what it’s like to be a family member.” 

The Hospital clients are referrals 
from families as well as other institu- 
tions and clinics, and the Hospital 
maintains between a 97 and 98% ca- 
pacity. “Our admissions officer will 
get a call,from someone to say that 
there is someone they'd like to have 
evaluated for admission to Tewks- 
bury Hospital. The officer will then 
go out and interview the staff or the 
family or wherever the client resides. 
They interview the patient, review the” 
medical requirements, and take an in 
depth history in terms of illness and 
potential current therapies. The data is 
collected and reviewed with me or my 
designees as well as with the medical 
director or her designee. If we make a 
decision that the patient is appropriate 
for the Hospital, the admissions coor- 
dinator notifies the facility or the indi- 
vidual, and an admission plan is put in 
place with a date.” 

“Weare arich clinical environment 
here. We have students from variety of 
programs here: we have students from 
the nurse practitioners program at 
ULowell, Shawsheen Tech, and Lowell 
Vocational, to Regis College, and from 
other colleges & universities on 
practicums. We also have Physical 
therapy and occupational therapy stu- 


“dents as well as other disciplines come 


here. This is a wonderful facility. I 
think the public should come to visit us 
and find out how good we are.” 

“T’ ve worked since I was 18 years 
old and I’m planning on what it’s like 
to be retired,” said Kirby. She's in- 
cluding a dog and yard work as part of 
her retirement. She will also be mov- 
ing from Massachusetts to New Hamp- 
shire, to where her sister lives. “A few 
years ago, I bought an old, dilapidated 
ranch house with some land and I've 
been renovating it since then,” she 
says. She plans to stay in touch with 
all the wonderful friends she’s made 
over the years here.

‘tion costs have been increasing yearly 


since the 1992-1993 school year. The 
1992 school year increased 2.24 per- 
cent over the previous year with the 
1997-1998 school year anticipated 
costs rising 3.06 percent over the 
1996-1997 year. The cost of what the 
report calls “regular day transporta- 
tion” is projected to be $500,431 for 
the 1997-1998 school year. + 
Clarkin responded tothe complaint 
that sometimes a bus is seen with as 
few as six students on it. Clarkin 
explained that that same bus was most 
likely utilized in a previous run to 
transport 35 or more students at once. 
Physical Education Coach Jarnes 
Gillis, who is also transportation co- 
ordinator and who works out the bus 
routes and stops, gave the subcom- 
mittee members a mini-bus tour of 
the town to show them new subdivi- 
sions and give them an understand- 
ing of the complexity of providing 
town-wide transportation for stu- 
dents.

Any one of those.3000 who 
lives alone, has no transportation 
available to them can call to be 
transported to doctors and 
hospitals in and out of town for 
cancer treatments, arthritis 
therapy, broken bone therapy and 
mental treatment for drug and 
alcohol abuse, would all be 
Yvonsidered first priority. 

We have to require at least 24 
hour notice for transportation by 
the van, for © medical 
transportation. Therefore’ we 
cannot be at your house at a certain 
time ‘to cortie to the center, AIM, 
shopping, beauty shops, Federal 
and State offices, or the lunch site. 
The drivers do the best they can to 
handle all requests as quickly as 
they can. If the doctor requests a 
cholesterol test, xray, any blood 
test with a note from your doctor, 
they. can be taken at the Medical 
center and faxed to your doctor 
within minutes. 

To take a senior for these tests to 
hospitals in Lowell, Malden, 
Stoneham, .Billerica, Burlington, 
Woburn and Winchester can tie the 
van up for hours, with seniors 
waiting -to come to the center, 
lunch site, beauty parlors, AIM 
etc, or to be returned to their 
home. The van is free of charge, 
where other Senior Centers charge 
so much a mile for transportation 
in their vans, Attending meetings 
in a number of Senior Centers, 
Wilmington Seniors should be very 
grateful that our transportation is 
free to all, whether they are being 
transported in or out of 
Wilmington. All doctors do not 
wait until we arrive, they take a 
person as they sign in at the 
doctor's office and hospitals. If we 
have a 10 a.m. appointment or any 
other time during the day, we can 
sit for an hour before we are 
called into the doctor's office. 

With the price of dental care 
climbing higher and higher, the 
Mass. Department of Medical 
Security has informed Senior

The others are Common 
Purpose at (617) 524-7717 and 
EMerge at (617) 422-1550. 

Tri-City Director of Emer- 
gency Services Jack Petras 
explained that the agency has 
been certified for three years 
and had to meet some specific 
standards to .achieve the 
Batterers Intervention certifica- 
tion. 

The first of these was to pro- 
vide 80 hours of programming. 

This broke down into 40 
weeks of two hour sessions. The 
first session is a face to face 
interview with the male batter- 


er. 

This is followed by six weeks 
of orientation and evaluation 
and then placement into a 33 
week group session. 

The reason for the certifica- 
tion is to give the district courts 
a reason to use the programs as 
part of a batterers sentence. 
Those that are referred by the 
courts, 90 percent of the cases 
(the rest are from Department 
of Social Services referral and 
self referrals), have been found 
to be in violation of an existing 
209 A Restraining Order. 

“Prior to certification,” 
Petras said, “There was no stan- 
dard recognition that could be 
used for referrals. 

With the referral to the pro- 
gram, the batterer can be found 
to be in violation of the proba- 
tion if he does not comply with 
the rules of the program or fails 
to attend the sessions. 

One strict rule of the pro- 
gram is that the batterer must 
pay for the cost. Petras 
explained that there is no state 
or foundation funding for this 
type of a program at this time. 

“One of the real missing 
pieces,” Petras said, ‘is that no 


. one is giving money away for 


outcome research or for the pro- 
grams.” 

The fees can be expensive 
with a minimum fee of $30 per- 
group session. These are based 
on a batterers ability to pay. 

Other costs are $75 for the 
intake fee and another $65 in 
administrative fees, 

The latter goes to keeping the 
victims aware of the batterers 
status. 

Petras stressed “This is not 
counselling per-se. It is not psy- 
cho therapy. This is an interven- 
tion program.” 

He explained that the cur- 
riculum is based on the Duluth 
Method developed by EMerge in 
Duluth, MN. 

The method demands the 
participation of the batterer. 

According to Petras, the pro- 
gram does not focus on psycho 
dynamics as a motivation for 
the abuse. It does not allow the 
abuser to use: anger as a cause;

He went ori to note that the 
program is the anti-thesis of the 
couples counselling that has 
been talked about in the Cordero 
case. 

According to Petras, couples 
counseling should only be used 
when the batterer has been in a 
program and has been violence 
free for at least six months. 

“This (couples counseling) 
would never be a recommended 
type of counseling in Cordero 
type cases,” Petras said. 

“Couples counseling would 
somehow imply that (the vic- 
tim) is somehow involved in the 
dynamics of the situation,” 
Petras said. “That is the worst 
possible message that you can 
give to the battere. It is the 
worst possible message that you 
can give to the victim.” 

He explained that as damag- 
ing as the message is to the vic- 
tim it is sent all the time. 

The definition of battering is 
given to the batterers as part of 
the program. Petras explained 
that battering is not just physi- 
cal violence but also manifests 
itself in other forms of emotion- 
al, mental and economic abuse. 

The purpose of the interven- 
tion program is to get the bat- 
terer to stop the abuse...now. 

Petras noted that the weak- 
ness of dealing with a batterer 
on a psychological level is that 
the abuser will start to lean on 
his, past history as if it is a 
crutch saying, “I will stop as 
soon as I deal with (whatever 
the problem may be).” 

* According to Petras, the ses- 
sions work on a basis of con- 
fronting the batterer and mak- 
ing him realize that his actions 
are hurting another person and 
chat they are not signs of love. 

The program seeks to make 
the batterer frame in his own 
mind what the effects of his 
behavior is on his partner. 

Petras notes that one of the 
Problems in society. is that men 
are led to believe that they can 

get away with rough and con- 
trolling behavior and the pro- 
gram is an attempt to show that 
they have got to change their 
ways. 

Does it work? Petras said 
that the program does not.work 
in 60 to 70 percent of the cases. 
However, that leaves a 30 per- 
cent success rate. 

He noted that there is no post 
intervention sessions as yet. 
However, Tri-City does provide 
alcohol and drug abuse coun- 
selling as well as stress reduc- 
tion programs. 

Although the courts have 
shown an interest in batterers 
intervention programs for 
females, Petras said that Tri- 
City does not have one and he 
was not familiar with one in the

Bathrooms: Clean those real- 
ly tough areas in the bath and 
shower with a bleach and water 
mixture (1/4 teaspoon bleach to 
a cup of water). If re-painting, 
consider using a mildewicide- 
treated paint specifically formu- 
lated for bathrooms. Be careful 
not to mix bleach with any other 
cleaners. 


Kitchens: Clean under sinks 
where mold is present with the 
above bleach and water mixture 
OR 1 cup denatured alcohol to 1 
cup water. 

Refrigerators: Wash the 
inside of refrigerators with a 
soap and water solution. If the 
refrigerator has a bad smell, 
add a teaspoon of lemon extract 
or a’teaspoon of vanilla to the 
wash water. 


Furniture: Take the furniture 
outdoors and brush the loose 
mold from the outer covering 
using a broom. Vacuum the fur- 
niture cushions and throw away 
the vacuum bag. If the material 
is washable, wipe with thick 
soap or detergent suds. Get as 
little water on the material as 
possible and wipe clean. Place 
in a well-ventilated area or in 
the sun until dry. If the mold 
has grown into the inner parts, 
send it to a dry cleaning compa- 
ny for thorough drying or fumi- 
gation.
